The Nato Council of Mints- 
ters mects tomorrow morning in 
Paris to make the final decision, 
Nato “sources said that’ agree- 
ment on thd necessity of having 
the conference was a foregone 
conclusion. 


POSTPONEMENT : 


The Nato Seerctary-Genéral, 
Paul-Henri Spuak, retuned 
here tonight from London to 
fake chorge of  tomorrow’s 
session. He had been asked to 
canvass the various nations to 
sce if they believed the “sum- 
mit” conference should’ still be 
held, 

Although Nato officials de- 
clined to comment on tho 
results of M. Spaak’s requests,, 
a United - Press poll showed 
that not one single nation 
wished have the meoting 
postpened - or held at the 
Foreign: ulster levet - instead 
of Heads of State.’

But no one was faylng that 
the conference would fail 
simply because Mr Nixon, and 
not Mr_ Eisenhower, . was 
present.—United Press.

Graham of the United States on the other, 


Dr Graham fs the U.N. ree 
presentative for India and 
Pakistan, but has been able to 
do little on the Kashmir prob- 
tem Sn recent years, 


Russia had threatened to cast 
its 83rd veto because India 
found the draft resolution 
“totally unacceptable,” There 
were Indications that the Soviets 
might abstain from  voling on 
the resolution, as. amended by 
Sweden. 


The amendments would re- 
tain the idea of having Dr 
Graham undertake a mission to 
seek new avenucs of agree- 


ment’ between = India and 
Pakistan. They would, how- 
ever, omit some parts objec- 
Uonable to India, such as in- 
Btruclng Dr Graham to make 
recommendations to those gov- 
crments on a Kashmir ceases 
tire and demilitarisation.
